Business was good, so each man 
tfoted not for the country's interest 
but for his own. I don't know 
Whether the story is true or tr>t— 
If it is, it reflects so little credit 
on the American people that even 
to mention impeaching the presi- 
dent now would be to make our 
citizens a nation of blackguards. 


The matter was actually men- 


tioned in one town. In Wakefield, 
N. H,, population 1,256, the resi- 
dents called a special town meet- 
Wednesday and voted on the ques- 
tion: 


"Should Harry Truman be im- 
peached?" 


The New Hampshire town has 


(795 qualified voters—but only 100 
showed up. Of the 100, a total of 
just 17 voted for impeachment; 48 
were opposed; 35 didn't vote at all. 


That's the verdict of a Rspubl- 


icn town in, New Hampshire—a 
straightforward report 
from 
an 


honest people. And it ought to layj 
the impeachment ghost once and 
for all—for it's as close to absolute 
ridicule as you can get on this 
fundamentally serious, subject. 
, And while we're on the question, 
'be sure you know what an im- 
peachment is. It's merely the in- 
dictment—not the trial and re- 
moval from office. Our constitution 
provides that the president, Vice- 
President, and all 'civil officers of 
the federal government may be 
impeached for "treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misde- 
meanors," and 
upon conviction 


shall be removed from office.

Congress Talks 
Over Foreign 
Aid Program

Washington, May 25 —W —Tho 


grand strategy behind President 
Truman's big new foreign aid pro- 
gram confronted congress 
today 


with two critical Issues of judg- 
ment about Communist 
strength 


and intentions, 


These somewhat related Issues, 


which may figure largely in debate 
on the President's proposals, are: 


1. Whether the United States and 


its Allies In the next few years 
can discover means of sel/lng the 
Initiative and waging the conflict 
with thci Kremlin more on their 
own terms. 


2. Whether this country can In- 


definitely peg it policies to n be1 


lief that popular unrest In 
the 


Communist world will eventually 
force the collapse of Russia's ng- 
grosslve designs. 


The President spelled out Ills 


views on these two points In his 
message to congress yesterday ask 
Ing for $11,500,000,000 for global mil 
itary aid and economic assistance 
in the year beginning July 1, 


Mr. Truman said hln program 


was designed with three mumo 
characteristics of tho Soviet threa 
In mind — that It is world-wide 
that it is total In the sense ot in 
volvlng military, economic 
and 


psychological warfare, political In- 
filtration and sabotage; tmd that 
It is of "indefinite duration," 


Current debate over the Truman 


administration's policies In Europe 
and the Far East have turned up 
little criticism for tho idea that 
tho Soviet menace is world-wide or 
that it is total. But administration 
critics have seemed concerned to 
find some way to keep the conflict 
from continuing Indefinitely.
